Leigh as managing 
director.

Like most of the larger towns in County 
Wexford, Enniscorthy has an air of industry 
about it. Located in the centre of a noted 
tillage area, 
agriculture. It is pleasantly situated on the 
banks of the River Slanev, and _ includes 
among its buildings a picturesque castle, 
which dates back to 1205 A.D. This castle 
was at one time the home of Art McMurrough. 
and passed through. many vicissitudes until 
1745, when it became the property of the 
first Earl of Portsmouth, who put it into 
repair. It was then leaed to Adam 
Colclough,’ and in 1922 it was occupied by 
Free State troops. It is vow occupied 
by a firm of. maltsters. An outstanding 
feature of the landscape outside the town is 
Vinegar Hill, where a fierce battle took place 
during the rebellion of 1793. To-day Vinegar 
Hill carries a tank with a capacity of 859, 000 
gallons, which is used in connection with the

Modern Houses and Roadways. 


Four vears ago the Enniscorthy Urban 
District Council took over some fields and 
erected thereon forty-eight houses of pleasing 
villa type at a total cost of £15,566, the work 
being done by contract. Three years ago the 
District Council concreted about four miles of 
streets, an operation which has materially 
helped to ensure cleanliness. This was done 
by contract at a cost of £11,000. Last year 
the Council laid down new tar macadam 
roads, costing £4,000, with the aid cf 
Government grants. Of this sum, £500 was 
contributed by the County Council. At the 
moment the Council is engaged in the erection 
of sixty houses, thirty being buiit by direct 
labour and thirtv by contract. These houses 
are intended to replace slums which it is pro- 
posed to demolish. The cost of this work 
will be in the vicinity of £17,100. 

The money required for housing has been 
raised from the Local Loans Fund, while the 
money for concreting the streets was raised 
through a mortgage on the rates by the 
Munster and Leinster Bank. 

Before the important work of concreting 
the streets was completed the Council took 
the precaution of examining and renovating 
the water services, electricity mains and 
sewers. 

Tho electric light supply was introduced by 
the District Council in 1924 at a pe“ cost 
of £14,500. Four years ago the whole scheme

It must be well over thirty years ago 
since he started to train.

An Irish Australian. 


Mr. T. J. Taaffe, Who won the Browns- 
town Plate at the Curragh on Wednesday 
with “his horsé, Metalwork, is another of 
those very quiet Irishmen we hear about 
now and then in racing. Though he has 
only been racing in Ireland for about ten 
years, Mr. Taaffe, who is a County Louth 
man, raced in Australia for some time, 
where he was associated with a number of 
good horses. When he returned from Aus- 
tralia, he sold his patrimony in Louth, got 
married and sunbed bh County Dublin. He 
has, however, retained many Australian 
ideas, particularly in regard to the training 
of children and horses, and they seem to 
be very good ideas, too. 


Dublin’s Gelephone History. : 


Nowadays, when an intelligent use of 
the “dial' enables us to make contact 
with thousands of our friends and business 
relations, it is difficult to realise that 
there are still hundreds of active citizens 
who remember the days when the telephone 
was the luxury of the very few, and the 
early days when Mr. Arthur E. Porte, 
M.1T.E.E.—still an active member of the 
electrical profession in Dublin—became 
engineer and manager, over fifty years 
ago, of Dublin’s first ‘exchange.’ 
Situated in the Commercial Buildings, 
the switch-board after two years of effort 
represented the enterprise of less than 
eighty subscribers, among whom I was 
interested to note the Irish Times, the 
Freeman's Journal, and such household 


{names as Guinness, Findlater, Dockrell, 


Hogg, North, Battersby, Crampton and 
other business establishments, who have 
survived the vicissitudes of fiftv years and 
still remain business pioneers. As the days 
of Mr. Porte’s early activities were before 
my time, it would all seem to me like 
ancient history were it not that the 
octogenarian engineer is still so sprightly, 
debonair and youthful in his outlook and 
activities, 


Wild Geese. 


Motoring in County Wexford a few days 
ago, I noticed large numbers of wild geese 
feeding on the marshlands near the coast. 
A farmer told me that the first gaggles 
arrived in mid-October. They were some- 
what thin after their long flight from the 
tundras, but they are already getting into 
fine condition.

MOON AND PLEIADES. 
From Our ASTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Mercury is in inferior conjunction on 
the 19th, and by the end of the month 
will be sufficiently removed from the Sun s 
neighbourhood to be visible as a morning 
star, rising an hour and a half before the 
Sun. A little before 7 a.m. he will be 
seen S.E. by E. in the twilight. “Venus 
sets two hours after the Sun at the begin- 
ning of the month, and rather more than 
three hours at the end, so that she is now 
becoming a conspicuous object in the 
evening sky. She is at her greatest elonga- 
tion from the Sun on the 25th. Her phase 
is then a half-moon, and she will an 
attractive telescopic object during the ra- 
mainder of the year. At present her low 
Southern Declination is against clear 
vision in the telescope, but she comes 
northwards rapidly during November and 
December. Those who wish to make the 
most of her as a telescopic object should 
practise looking for her in daylight. This 
is not difficult, as she is always visible to 
the naked eye in full daylight, if the sky 
be clear, and she is not too near the Sun. 
Last year, on board a liner in mid- 
Atlantic, the writer of these notes had no 
difficulty in finding Venus with the naked 
eye about 1 p.m. and pointing her out to 4 
numerous a vac of other passengers. No 
other means of locating her was used than 
a rough estimate of her position, nor of 
pointing her out to others than an align 
ment with one of the ship’s spars. When 
found, she is so visible that one wonders 
that she could ever escape notice. |

little trapezium ¢ formed by the stars 
Alcyone, rope, Electra and Maia for 


the Full Moon, if she is in apogee. In 
Perigee she would be just too big to pass 
between. Merope and Maia. Look at the 
Pleiades the next clear night, and see 1f 
you can believe it. The reason for the 
difficulty in believing it is that the eye 
greatly exaggerates the size of a bright 
object, while equally underestimating that 
of a dark space between two bright ob- 
jects. Popular ideas hugely exaggerate 
the size of the Full Moon. As depicted 
by many artists, the Moon would be some- 
thing like 5 dogrees in diameter, instead 
of her very modest actual size of half a 
degree. A whole essay could be written 
on the astronomical howlers perpetrated 
by artists and novelists. Even Dickens 
has an impossible star, which shines down 
a pit-shaft all night—a feat as impossible 
as for the Sun to shine down a tunnel all 
day. 


THE STARS. 


At midnight on the Ist, at 11 p.m. on 
the 15th, and at 10 p.m. on the 30th. 

On the meridian is the head of Cetus, 
and parts of Eridanus and Aries, Perseus 
is nearly’ overhead. The variable star 
Mira, or Omicron Ceti, is not far from 
the meridian, but at present is hardly 
visible to .the naked eye. To the 
West of the meridian the sky is nearly 
blank of bright stars, the most conspicuous 
being the 2nd magnitude star, Alpha 
Arietis, which has not long passed the 
meridian. The Great Square of Pegasus is 
half-way to the Western horizon, and the 
eye has to travel far to the North-West 
before any very bright stars are en- 
countered. There Deneb and Vega shine, 
belonging to the group which never sets in 
our latitude.

THE SPOT ON SATURN. 


Saturn sets between 9 and 10 p.m.; so 
the observer must make the most of the 
early evening hours if he is to get a glimpse 
of the ring system. The great spot is 
hardly now discernible, having become no 
longer a spot, but a light belt encircling 
the planet, just South of -his Equator. 
The rapid rotation of Saturn very quickly 
drew out the erupted vapour into a stream, 
the process being quite easy to follow 
night by night in the telescope. In 
l’Astronomie, the monthly gi ol the 
Secitté Astronomique de France, the 
October number has several drawings re- 
cording its appearance during August and 
the early weeks of September. The 
writer remarks that it looks like a streak 
of white paint laid on with a brush, which 
is nearly how the author of these present 
Notes described it some time ago. As an 
object of observational interest, its glory 
departed very early. The spot on Saturn, 
and the unexpected meteoric shower of 
October 9th, will mark the year 1933 for 
generations to come. 

Uranus is near the 5th magnitude star 
Omicron Piscium, being on the same 
pasallel and 2° to the West. This gives an 
opportunity of finding him more easily than , 
has been possible of late ; for the telescope 
can be laid on the star, and then moved 
slowly westward a little way, when the 
planet will come into the field, 


THE MOON. | 


¥ull Moon on the 2nd, at 7.59 a.m. 

' Last Quarter on the 10th, at 12.18 p.m. 
New Moon on the 17th, at 4.24 p.m. 
First Quarter on the 24th, at 7.38 a.m. 
The Moon will again pass through the 

Pleiades on the evening of the 3rd, between 
8 and 10 p.m. There will be numerous 
occultations of the stars in the cluster, 
though the phase of the Moon, being nearly 
full, will detract much from the interest of 
the phenomenon. An occultation of the 
Pleiades, when the Moon is in crescent. in 
the evening sky, and the stars consequently 
disap ear at the dark limb, is a sight of 
absorbing interest. The Moon seems to 
move with unexpected rapidity when her 
limb comes close to a star, and when it 


creeps through a cluster of stars, covering 
mm—m—wmmwmw.ww 
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Aquarius is setting. Eastwards the sky 
sparkles with the winter constellations. 
Orion, Taurus, Auriga and Gemini are in 
their full radiance. Sirius and Procyon, 
the Hunter’s two dogs, are visible, the 
Leo is rising. The 
Milky Way starts from the East-South- 
East horizon between Sirius and Procyon, 
passes between Gemini and Orion, traverses 
Auriga, Perseus and Cassiopeia, and 
through the Cross of Cygnus to the North- 
West horizon. The Great Bear accompanies 
the Lion, as he always does. The Lesser 
Bear hangs below the Pole by his tail. 


WEALTH OF ORION. 


The Milky “Way, in Gemini, Auriga, 
and Perseus, will richly repay searching 
with a low power on the telescope. It 
abounds in brilliant clusters and groups, 
and coloured stars, notably the great 
double cluster Chi Persei, which is easily 
found because visible to the naked eye. 
It is a glorious object for any telescope. 
even the humble two-inch. Another fine 
one is 35 Messier in Gemini. Auriga 18 
plentifully sprinkled with brilliant 
groups ; one of them resembles a jewelled 
cross. Now and next month is the time 
to search among the riches of Orion. The 
Great Nebula, of course, is the most in- 
teresting object there, but there are many 
more. The whole length of the Sword ts 
studded with brilliant objects; double 
stars, triple stars, multiple stars, tufts 
and trails of nebula are everywhere. ‘The | 
Belt has three bright stars, each a double, 
and all tangled in nebulosity. It is also 
involved in a strange series of festoons of 
stars, which are best seen with a good pair 
of binoculars. Close to Zeta, the lower- 
most star of the Belt, is the extraordinary 
black nebula, known as the Horse’s Head. 
This, however, is only revealed by photo- 
graphy. Part of it is faintly visible in a 
very powerful telescope. 


METEORS. 
Encouraged by the wholly unexpected 


and .magnificent meteoric display of 
October 9th; we are looking forward with 
renewed hope to the possibility of a return 
of the Leonids on the 15th or 16th. The 
date is uncertain to a day or two, but it 
is well to be prepared. The truant shower 
might return in force. The fadiant, which 
is just above the ‘‘Sickle,’’ in Leo, rises 
about 10 p.m. on the 15th. If the meteors 
appear, it will be after that hour, very 
possibly in the small hours. There will 
also be the Andromedids to look for, but 
their date is even more uncertain. They 
have been observed at various times from 
the 17th to the 23rd. They also may turn 
up in unexpected force some time.

AUTOMATIC LIGHTING 
PLANTS. 


ADDRESS AT ELECTRICAL 
ENGINEERS’ MEETING. 


Before a large audience in the Physical 
Laboratory of Trinity College, Dublin, last 
night, Mr. F. C. Porte, the newly elected 
chairman of the Irish Centre of the Institu- 
tion of Electrical Engineers, delivered his 
opening address. 

After thanking the members for his 
election, Mr. Porte said that his paper would 
deal with small automatic electric lighting 
plants, which are, to a large extent, super- 
seding the smiall private electric light plants 
with which electricians have been familiar for 
the past forty years. 

The Chairman described several types of 
these modern plants, including the Kohler 
electric light plant, which provides direct 
lighting without the use of a lighting storage 
battery. Automatic plants with a ‘‘floating’’ 
storage battery, such as those of the Lister 
and Petter firms, also were described. 

Concluding his descriptions of these plants, 
Mr. Porte referred to the ‘“‘Austinlite’’ type, 
in. which a larger battery is used for lighting, 
while the engine is used only for charging 
the Ma a function which it performs 
automatically whenever necessary. 

Speaking of the cost of operation of these 
small automatic electric light installations, 
the lecturer said that with a modern Diese! 
type engine current could be produced by a 
private owner at a total cost of 1.17d. per 
unit, while with a petrol engine the price 
would be over 2d. per unit. 

Mr. Porte illustrated his address with a

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IRISH DRAMA AND THE 


CINEMA: ' 


The National University Graduate Associa- 
tion held the first of its monthly dinners for 
the 1933-34 session last night at the Dolphin 
Hotel, Dublin, when Mr. David Sears read a 
paper on “ The Future of Irish Drama.” Dr. 
P. J. Keogh was in the chair, and there was 
a large attendance. : 

Mr. Sears said that there was a question 
whether drama would survive at all owing to 
the strong competition of the cinema. In his 
opinion, it would not be superseded, and the 
little theatres stood much the best chance of 
survival. The cinema was a craft rather than 
an art, and could never take the place of 
serious drama. i 

One of the greatest faults in the Irish 
theatre of the present day was the number 
of peasant plays that were being produced. 
At the beginning of the lrish theatre move- 
ment it was only natural and proper that this 
side of Irish life should be stressed, but at the 
moment we were getting far too: much of it. 
There were several other aspects of Irish life 
waiting to be treated dramatically, but these 
fields had been as yet unexplored. 

Dr. Keogh, proposing a vote of thank » 
the lecturer, said he hoped that there wo. id 
be no danger of the commercialisation of the 
Irish theatre. 

He concluded his speech by referring to the 
success which had attended the monthly 
dinners of the Association, and reminded all 
zraduates of the National University that it 
was not necessary to wait for an invitation. 

Dr. T. Bodkin, director of the National 
Gallery, disagreed with the lecturer’s remarks 
on the cinema. He thought that the cinema 
und the theatre was each a genuine form of 
art, one being visual and the other relying 
on the spoken word. The art of the photo-

Pleats, having been voted into style by the 
big French dressmakers this autumn, are 
taking over all sorts of hitherto exempt items 
of dress.

There is no rule about it, but the pleated 
garment, whatever it is, is nearly always 
made of plain stuffs, whereas the printed 
outfit is usually gored, puckered, cut on the 
cross, circular, or treated in other ways than 
to pleats. 

Pleats, too, will be most in demand when 
they are not apphed in the classic way. The 
short capes that are cartridge-pleated only 
over the arms are being worn by the smartest 
of the smart, because they are so different. 
The evening dresses with pleated panels fly- 
ing off the shoulders are quite in order, and 
those exquisite crinkled pleated evening 
frocks, that are about the most difficult 
thing in the world to keep in order, are set 
for an exclusive success, while the microscopic 
pleats that cover chiffon evening skirts also 
meet with favour. 


The Autumn Bride. 


Satin is the material for the autumn bride. 
Some of the girls here take their satin 
wedding dresses brocaded, but most of them 
like them in plain lustrous satin of the old

Mince 
six ozs. of nuts (preferably filberts), and add 
two ozs. of ground aimonds, and mix well. 
With halt a pint of milk, mix two ozs. of 
cornflour and cook thoroughly. Cream 
together six ozs. of caster sugar and the 
yolks of two eggs; to these add the prepared 
nuts and cooled cornfluur, and stir well.

Salted Almonds. 


Salted almonds are so easy to make, and so 
delicious! Put any quantity of almonds into 
cold water, and bring them to the boil. Re- 
move the skins, and dry the nuts in a heated 
cloth. Put the blanched dry nuts on a pan 
of boiling olive oil or butter, and stir care- 
fully. The minute the nuts begin to brown 
remove them from the pan, and drain well on 
brown paper, and sprinkle with salt. 

‘‘ Sweet tooth” must be ca.ered for, too. 
So here are two more. 

“ Snow nuts ' are made by mixing llb. of 
sieved icing sugar with an unbeaten white of 
an egg and two teaspoonfulfuls of cold water. 
Beat to a stiff paste, and add Vanilia or 


almond flavouring, and chopped nuts. 
into oblong, and cut into squares. 

This mixture without the chopped -nuts 
may be rolled into small balls, and pressed 
between halved,walnuts. The result is called 
** Nut Creams.

This Government 
at no time has concealed its repugnance 
to the British safeguards. It has em- 
ployed all manner of means to evade the 
measures that prohibit the teaching of 
Italian in the primary schools, and has 
financed its efforts lavishly out of public 
funds. Among its subterfuges has been 
the establishment in secondary schools of 
special classes in Italian for children of 
elementary school age. It has sent 
elementary school teachers to Italy for 
training, and recently the Minister for 
Public Instruction declared openly that 
he was considering the amendment of 
the law which compels Maltese children 
to attend the primary schools. Recently 
the Governor warned Sir Ugo Mifsud’s 
Ministry that it must mend its ways, 
and instructed it to revoke the offensive 
measures. No attention was paid to his 
demand, and yesterday’s drastic steps 
became inevitable. The Colonial Office 
blames the Ministry’s wilful defiance of 
the language laws, and points out that 
Malta’s finances are being administered 
in a “ reckless and improvident’’ fashion, 
which, if continued, must lead to bank- 
ruptcy. Thus far, at least, it seems that 
the ordinary citizens are not greatly per- 
turbed by Sir David Campbell’s action.

Law and the Child. 


Last year the Dublin centre of the 
National Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children investigated 925 cases, 
in which 2,541 children were concerned. 
To all who follow the Society’s work in the 
slums and in the police courts these bare 
figures tell a fine story of social service. 
They represent vigilant toil in the most 
sordid places, innocent children rescued 
from evil influence, helpless lives protected 
against neglect and cruelty. It is a re- 
proach to Dublin that this work requires 
financial support from the Society’s head- 
quarters in London; we endorse heartily 
the appeal for an increase of local sub- 
scriptions which was made yesterday at 
the annual meeting. The need, and the 
Society's worth, were confirmed by the 
important promise of the Attorney- 
General’s speech. On Wednesday the pro- 
visions of the Children and Young Persons 
Act became operative throughout Great 
Britain. This measure marks a real 
advance in British civilisation; its scope 
is far-reaching and its principles touch the 
very roots of social reform. They are, 
briefly, that the State has a duty to protect 
children from bad influences, and that 
penal courts must promote the welfare of 
young offenders. The Act provides that 
offenders under the age of seventeen shall 
be tried in special courts, and may be sent 
for remedial treatment to special institu- 
tions, where the taint of crime will not 
follow them. There are ample safeguards 


In the year 1930 trouble between the | 
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thaí parents shall not be deprived of their 
children without just cause. At yester- 
day’s meeting in Dublin the Attorney- 
General indicated clearly that the Free 
State Government contemplated similar 
legislation. We may believe that, in part, 
the still unpublished (because outspoken 
and in some respects horrible) report of a 
recent commission on Dublin’s morals is 
moving it to action. In part, however, 
credit must be given to the brave work and 
patient pleas of the National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. We 
hope that the Government’s proposals for 
the protection and welfare of the poorest 
children, in the saddest and most perilous 
places, will be brought very quickly before 
Parliament. The need is urgent, and 
every political party ought to be anxious 
to hasten such a measure to the Statute- 


book.

At the next meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation Councillor Thomas Kelly will 
move a notice of motion in which all true 
Dubliners will have a sentimental interest.

““ the present precarious position of one of 
the oldest trades in the city—namely, the 
hackney horse cab and car industry,” 
and suggests that protective measures 
shall be enacted to preserve in the trade 
its few remaining members. The plea is 
generous, but, as we fear, hopeless. 
Taxi-cabs may be noisy, smelly vehicles, 
but they serve the modern demand for 
speed, and Dublin, in common with all 
other cities, has been forced to fall into 
line. Many of the old car-drivers antici- 
pated the vogue of the taxi-cab, and became 
more or less expert motorists ; but some of 
them, like the old sailing ship mariners, 
have refused to abandon their ancient call- 
ing, and remain pathetic derelicts at their 
lonely hazards. Old-fashioned citizens 
may lament the change, but it must be 
accepted; the motor vehicle has come to 
stay. We admit freely that the taxi-cab 
never can take the place of the outside car, 
which was as typical of Dublin as the 
hansom was of London, and that our city

| Imported Poultry. 


Mr. Walter Elliot, the Minister of Agri- 
culture, recommends to-day that all im- 
| ported turkeys, ducks, geese and fowl 
| shall be marked with the name of their 

country of origin. A report from a com- 
| mittee set up under the Merchandise 
Marks Act, which inquired into the 
| matter, stetes that a considerable body of 
evidence was placed before it to show that 
imported poultry is not infrequently $x- 
posed for sale in retail shops bearing 
misleading descriptions, and it is im- 
possible to say how far this practice 
extends, though a substantial difference in 
price between some of the foreign birds 
and other poultry offers a great temptation 
to the dishonest retail trader to foist im- 
ported birds on the public. The committee 
is satisfied that the wholesalers are not 
guilty of the practices, and that all honest 
traders in poultry discourage them. Mr. 
Elliot recommends that every imported 
bird shall bear an indication of origin in 
block letters of not less than 14 milli- 
metres in height, to be stamped or 
embossed on a seal or disc. 


Motor Cars for Spain. 


The Federation of British Industries 
recently has been considering the position 
created by the Spanish Government's 
grant of a 35 per cent. rebate in the duties 
levied on French motor vehicles entering 
Spain. His Majesty's Government for 
some months past has been claiming 
similar privileges for British cars under 
this country’s unconditional most-favoured- 
nation arrangements with Spain, but thus 
far has been unable to obtain them. A 
continuance of this discrimination in 
| favour of French motor yehicles is likely 

to have very serious effects on the export 
of British vehicles to Spain, which 
have lately been increasing by leaps and 
bounds, and normally - ould have reached 
a very substantial figure this year. The

TO-DAY. - 


END OF A REGRETTABLE 
' AFFAIR.

MUNICH, Thursday. 


R. NOEL D. PANTER, the Dublin 
journalist, who was arrested here 
on a charge of espionage, was released this 
morning on the orders of the Bavarian 
Government, who had _ received instruc- 
tions from the Reich Minister of the 
Interior. 
Accompanied by his brother, Dr. 
Panter, he proposes to leave here to- 
morrow, salt will arrive in London on 
Saturday. i 
Mr. Panter was told by the prison 
Governor at 11 o'clock this morning that 
he was a free man. Owing to various 
formalities which had to be gone through, 
including the signing of the necessary 
papers, he did not actually leave the 
prison until after 12 o'clock. 
In informing Mr. Panter of his release, 
the Governor added added that, in the 
interests of law and order and security in 
Germany, he must leave the country 
within forty-eight hours. Mr. Panter 
thereupon signed a statement to the effect 
that he would do so. 


MESSAGES TO IRELAND. 


Mr. Panter looked pale and _ hollow- 
cheeked whet) he emerged from the prison 
gates. The first thing that he did aft 
leaving jail was to have a hearty meal 
with his brother, to whom he related his 
experiences. He stresses that he has no 
complaints to make about his treatment 
by the Bavarian authorities. 

Twice during his incarceration he was 
interrogated by an official of the Bavarian 
secret police, the first occasion being 
Thursday of last week, and the second on 
the day following. He refused, however, 
to make any statement until, and unless, 
he was brought before an examining judge. 

Subsequently he discussed with his 
brother plans for their departure from 
Munich, and. messages were despatched to 
their family in Ireland and England. Mr. 
Panter is dining this evening with the 
British Consul-General, Mr. Gainer, whom 
he has warmly thanked for his efforts on 
his behalf. It was earlier reported that 
Mr. Panter had left Munich at once, but 
this was not so. 

The release of Mr. Panter closes the 
door on an incident which threatened to 
place a quite unnecessary strain on Anglo- 
German relations. 


WHY CASE WAS DROPPED. 


The allegations of espionage originally 
made against him have been dropped, as 
they were bound to be, in view of their 
unfounded nature, and the State Public 
Prosecutor, who examined the dossier, 


was nothing to warrant a charge of high 
treason or espionage against the British 
journalist. 

The only ground advanced for Mr. 
Panter’s expulsion from Germany 1s that 
he has carried out his journalistic duties 
in a manner which makes his residence in 
this country undesirable. This would ap- 
pear to show clearly that the sole reason 
for the authorities’ action against him 
was the report which he telegraphed to 
his newspaper, the Daily Telegraph, re- 
garding the parade of storm troops at 
Kelheim, which simply recorded what he 
had seen and been told. 

There can be no doubt that the ener- 
getic protests of the British Press, and 
the representations made by the British 
Ambassador and the Consul-General in 
Munich, helped considerably to persuade 
the German authorities to adopt what 
must be regarded as a compromise in a 
regrettable affair.

STILL RISING. 


The Reconstruction Finance Corporation

There were unofficial suggestions, how- 
ever, that the figure set by the Govern- 
ment for the purchase of newly-mined 
domestic gold would be paid for imported 
gold. This price of 32.36 dollars repre- 
sented an increase of 10 cents on yester- 
day’s price of 32.26 dollars.

That meant they had 
to consult with the people who dealt with 
bacon, “nd find a market for pigs to the 
best advantage of the farmer. He was 
not long in the Department until he came 
across Mr. Leigh and others as marketers 
of bacon, and Ennjscorthy was to be con- 
gratulated, on getting Mr. Leigh to come 
there. Mr. Leigh also was to be con- 


| gratulated on getting that factory. Buttles 


was a famous factory in the past, and 
had been regarded as one of the big five 
in Ireland. Its brand was not only well 
known in Ireland, but in many parts of 
Great Britain, and even outside that. He 
believed that one of the reasons why it 
held that name was because it was barley- 
fed bacon, and had the flavour :. 1 con- 
sistency that was given b; feeding pigs on 


_barley meal and potatoes as was claimed 


for Buttles at the time. 

He believed that the name they got for 
Irish bacon was due to the flavour that 
was given to bacon by having pigs fed 
on home-grown grain. They were return- 
ing to that method of feeding. Since the 
use of homegrown grain in pig- 
feeding became compulsory he had 
been told by the proprietors of bacon 
factories that it had improved the. quality 
of the bacon, and that they were getting 


_back again to the well-flavoured hard 
bacon that they knew when they were 


young. 


FATTENING PIGS. 

Farmers knew that 75 per cent. of the 
cost of fattening pigs went in feeding- 
stuffs. Therefore, if they were to fatten 
pigs on imported foodstuffs, they would 
only reap an advantage of 25 per cent., 
as compared with 100 per cent. when the 
pigs were fed on home-grown feeding- 
stuffs. 

It had been stated for some time past 
that there was a crisis in bacon produc- 
tion. He did not think there was any 
such thing. They had been blamed at the 
Department of Agriculture that they did 
not foresee what was going to happen. 
The point was that they did foresee, 
because the statistics of pig production 
showed that during October and November 
the output of pigs always was much highcr 
than in other months of the vear. They 
always had had very big killings and 
exports of live pigs during those two 
months. It eased off in December, and 
they came to the leanest period in March 
and April, after which there was an 
upward trend again. Their experts knew 
these figures when they met the British 
Minister for Agriculture. The British 
Minister said that he could not deal with 
them on that basis, and that they wanted 
a certain amount of bacon each month— 
the same amount every month. That, 
from the British point of view, was quite. 
fair, because the Minister could not be 
asked to make the British people use 3ib.

LECTURE BY THE REV, 
BROWN, 8.J. 


The Rev. Stephen J. Brown, 
livered the first lecture under the scheme 
angurated by the County Kildare Library 
Committee, in the New Hall, Newbridge, 
yesterday afternoon, when he addressed a 
large audience on “The Library in National 
Life.”’ 

Types of minds catered for by libraries 
varied widely, said Father Brown. There 
are people who seek delight in reading fiction 
which the opponents of county library 
schemes allege is wasting the taxpayers’ 
money. Novels are the form in which some 
of the greatest and best literature has been 
east, and it is also the form in which all 
sorts of ideas, philosophies and _ historical 
knowledge are conveyed. Until very recent 
times one of the features of Irish business | 
life was itg failure to profit by books. In 
countries which stand high in industry and 
commerce to-day the ministry of the book is 
regarded as of immense importance. In all 
the great industrial towns there are special 
technical libraries, but even the most humble 
public library can stock bcoks that can help 
in keeping people abreast of modern methods. 
Another aspect of the work of che county 
library system is its effort towards relieving 
the mental isolation of the countryfolk. 

In conclusion, Father Brown asked that 
the rural county libraries should be de- 
veloped and fostered, and suggested that, as 
in every other civilised country, there should 
be at least one reference library in every 
county.

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STORY OF ARMED RAID 
NEAR ATHLONE.

ATHLONE, Thursday. 


At Athlone District Court, Peter Connolly, 
Fairymount, was charged with having in his 
possession, or under his control, a revolyer 
with intent to endanger life or cause serious 
injury to property. 

Hubert bad ui that on the night of 
October 27th he and his brother Willie and 
John Treacy were playing cards at John 
Harlon’s, of Waterloo, Fairymount. At 
about 10 o'clock nine masked men entered 
the house. Three of them at least were 
armed, and the leader said they were the 
Irish.: Republican Army and ordered his 
followers to arrest witness, John ‘Treacy and 
John Casey. The three of them were then 
brought to the centre of the floor. rhe 
leader next said, ‘‘ Hammers back,” and the 
men did so with their guns, which appeared 
to be shot-guns. Witness’s brother, Wille, 
asked the leader what it was all about, and 
he replied they would know when they went 
outside. Willie then said, ' My brother 
(witness) will not go outside. | know what 
it is all about.” Witness and the two other 
men were then brought out and Wilhie 
followed. The leader struck Willie with his 
fist and Willie returned the blow. One of 
the other raiders next struck Willie and he 
struck back. Another raider struck Willie on 
the head from behind with a gun. 
snapped the mask from the leader s face, and 


nolly, the accused man. : ard 
shot, as if the gun went off. Willie got inside 
the house despite the efforts of one of the 
raiders to hold him back. With Treacy and 


Casey they were then brought down the 
road, surrounded by the raiders. haere 
heard a man complain of a pain in his side, 


and the leader ordertd their guards to release 
them. They returned to the house and got 
their bicycles and proceeded to Roscommon 
to inform the Civic Guards.’ While they were 
in the barrack a knock came to the door, A 
Guard. asked who was there, and witness 
recognised the voice that replied as Peter 
Connolly’s. Connolly was admitted, and a 
Guard asked them if they could identify 
Connolly as the man at Harlon’s. They said 
they could, and Connolly stated: “Could you 
prove it?” They said they could. 

Superintendent McKenna, who stated that 
he could produce another witness to give 
similar evidence, asked for a remand in 
custody to Roscommon District Court, on 
Tuesday next. 

Mr. Heverin, for the prisoners, asked that 
the men be allowed out on bail. They could 
give a substantial amount. Superintendent 
McKenna stated that he had the strongest 
possible objection to bail. Two boys, he said, 
were in hospital still, and one was not yet out 
of danger. ; 

Mr. Kenny remanded the accused men in 
custody and fixed the further hearing of the 
case for Roscommon Court on Tuesday.

NURSE.

The alleged error of a nurse in injecting 
diluted nitric acid into a boy’s eye was inves- 
tigated by Judge O’Connor at Cork Circuit 
Court to-day. An action for £300 damages 
was brought against the nurse, Miss Mary 


by Timothy McCarthy, a boy, aged 14 years, 
of Droomcona, Macroom. 

Mr. George Daly appeared for the plaintiff. 
There was no appearance for the defendant, 
but Mr. James Meagher represented Cork 
County Board of Health, who, he said, were 
cited as defendants, but not in the present 
action. 

The - plaintiff's case was that under the 
Schools. Medical Service Act the boy was 
given a certificate by Dr. Condy, Cork County 
M.O.H., that he was suffering from defective 
eyesight. The boy was taken to Macroom 
Cottage Hospital, where drops were to be put 
in his eye prior to examination by the doctor. 
But instead of ordinary drops for dilating 
the pupil the drops turned out to be nitric 
acid. The boy, said cuunsel, resisted, and 
continued to scream, but the nurse continued 
to: put the drops in his eye and also into the 
other eye. 


The boy was in frightful agony when two | 


doctors hurried to his assistance. It was at 
first thought his eyesight was destroyed, but 
after several weeks in the Eye, Ear and 
Throat Hospital, Cork, he made a marvellous 
recovery. The sight, though seriously af- 
fected, had not gone, and it was hoped the 
boy’s condition would continue to improve

Before Mr. F. J. McCabe, D.J., at Thomas- 
town District Court, on Thursday, James J.

Patrick Keaveny stated that on the 20th 
July he saw Phelim Hanley working at hay 
and he was in his usual health. Witness was 
speaking to Phelim Hanley while at the well 
at 10 o'clock on the night of the 20th July, 
and he said to witness that he was fagged 
out, but otherwise showed no sign of illness. 
Hanley was a hard-working man, but at 
times was delicate. He got married in 
February and his health seemed all right 
up to the time of his death. He knew 
anley died a srdden and violent death on 
the night oí the 20th July. After witness 
had gone to bed at 10 o'clock Mrs. Hanley 
came to his house and called him. She told 
him to hurry over that Phelim did not feel 
well. She was crying. He went over imme- 
diately, and the only light in the house vas 
a Secred Heart lamp burning on a chimney 
board in the room where Phelim lay in bed. 
Mrs, Hanley was standing by his bedside, 
and in her presence witness said to Phelim 
‘““In the name of God what is: wrong with 
you?” and Hanley replied that there was 
enough wrong with him, that he was dying, 
and asked witness to bring him a priest. 
Mrs. Hanley asked witness to help her raise 
him in the ted, and witness took hint by one 
hand and she by the other, but they could 
not lift him; his arms were all sweat and 
his hands a | ind of stiff. 


THE BODY STIFF. 


When they failed to lift him witness got 
into the foot of the bed and put his knees 
against Hanley’s two feet and gave him a 
good pull and he stood up straight. As soon 
as witness let go his hold Hanley fell down 
on his right side. He gave witness no 
assistance, and his body was stiff. The com- 
bined efforts of witness and Mrs. Hanley 
were not able to get him tv sit up in bed. 
Witness went for Frank McGrath and re- 
turned with him, and Mrs. Hanley followed 
them and said that Phelim had lost his ‘alk. 
John Carr came and witness went for tlie 
priest. lt was only half an hour before his 
death that Phelim Hanley was speaking well. 


“A LOT TO ACCOUNT FOR.” 


Miss Mary Conlon, a niece of the dead man, 


expressed dislike at the place she was married 
into, and said her brother had a lot to account 
for in putting her in there. After a party 
in the house, she said it was too bad she 
got mixed up with this old, rotten gang at 
all, and that .she could not stick Phelim. 
She complained that her husband knew 


her people to see him from the way he spoke, 
and that if he read the newspaper he might 
speak more correctly. She said that only tor 


this marriage she could have had Pat Noone, She 


suid Phelim was always watching her, no 
matter what she was doing, but, please God, 
when spring came he would go about his 
business in the fields. The day of the inquest 
Mrs. Hanley made a search for a medicine 
bottle, and when she could not get it, said 
that perhaps the Guards brought it with them. 
On Friday, after the burial, when going to 
Strokestown, Mrs. Hanley said that perhaps 
Phelim had put poison in the medicine she 
gave him and took it while she was in the 
kitchen. A fortnight after Mrs. Hanley said 
Canon Butler called to her and said that when 
thé analysis came back he would free her in 
fifty-two parishes, and all diug stores would 
be searched to find out who bought poison. 
She said her name would not be found. When 
Mrs. Hanley came to Cloncullane after her 
marriage she said: “ Oh, Patrick, dear, | wish 
you left me at Loughill.” 


TERMS OF ENDEARMENT. 


John Carr, Loughboy, said that when he 
went to the house after Phelim Hanley’s 
death Mrs.’ Hanley kept saying, as she 
clicked her fingers, “The poor, dear boy.” 
She appeared hysterical, and was using terms 
of eam about her husband all the time. 
She said she;first noticed Phelim ill in bed.

HOT TAR THROWN ON 
MAN’S HEAD.

DROGHEDA, Thursday. 
At nine o'clock on Wednesday night three 

men entered the licensed premises af Messrs. 

P. McNamara and Sons, North quay, 

Drogheda, ore of them carrying two confec- 

tionery tins filled with steaming tar and the 

other two holding revolvers. There were a 

number of people in the bar, and the armed 

raiders promptly told these to put up their. 


hands When everyone’ present, win- 
cluding the bar. staff, had put their 
hands above’ their head, the men 


with the . revolvers approached two young 
men, a Mr. Kierans and Mr. McDonnell. and 
one of the raiders said to McDonnell, ‘‘ We 
don't want you,”’ while the other, laying his 
hand en Kierans’s arm, said, “We want 
you.” 

Kierans, who is a hairdresser with a pre- 
mises beside McNamara’s shop, hesitated for 
a moment, but then walked towards the door 
with the armed men, while the raider carry- 
ing the tar walked behind. Just as they had 
gone out of the door on to the quay, the man 
varrying the hot tar suddenly lifted the cans 
and spilled them over Kierans’s head. “Kierans 
was temporarily blinded by the hot tar, but 
immediately struck out and pulled his as- 
sailant to the ground, while the armed men. 
who were noticed to be particularly nervous 
during the incident, ran away. 

The third raider managed to free himself 
from Kierans’s clutches, and also ran away 
in the direction of some dark lanes nearby, 
his clothes being very much smeared by the 
tar as a result of his encounter with Kierans. 

Kierans was Lrought back to the premises 
bv his friends and the Guards were notified 
of the occurrence, while medical help was also 
summoned, as the man appeared to be in a 
critical condition. The tar was removed from 
his head and face, when it was discovered 
that his eyesight was unaffected and that his 
main ipiury was shock. 

The Civic Guards, wnder Superintendent 
Casserly, as well as the detective” officers 
stationed in the town, are investigating the 
outrage.

FREE STATE VOLUNTEER 
RESERVE. 


-“ 


TERRITORIAL NAMES MAY 
BE USED. 


As announced in the Jrish Times on Octo- 
ber 26th, the Volunteer Reserve of the Irish 
Free State Army is to be re-constituted and 
augmented. It 1s understood that the strength 
of the volunteers will be brought up to 
15.000 and that they will wear a uniform of 
grey-green, which colour is ultimately to be 
aaopted for the standing army as well. 

It was reported yesterday that the new 
volunteers would>-be in sections—the 
first to hold weekly drills and to undergo 
a fortmight’s traiming each vear in the same 
way as does the Army Reserve: the 
t> be composed of men who took part in the 
insurrection of 1916 and the following years, 
and whose training would be confined to the 
weekly parades. The Free State Ministry of 
Defence when approached yesterday 
unable to confirm this report. 

Plans are being made, it is stated, to name 
the divisions of the volunteers after terri- 
tcrial areas instead of numbering them. A 
similar scheme is on foot in regard to the 
standing army, but it is understood that 
seme difficulty is:being experienced in the 
choice of titles. It had been suggested that 
the regiments should be given provincial 
names, but it was felt that “ Leinster Regi- 
ment ” and similar titles might resemble too 
ciosely the names of famous old Irish regi- 
ments of the British Army 

In the case of the volunteers a_ solution 
may be found by naming the regiments after 
aucient divisions of Ireland. such as 
Thomond, Ormond, Breffini. Oriel, etc. 

It is an interestmg: fact that the regiments 
of the French and American armies, which 
have inspired many schemes adopted by the 
Free State Army, are numbered. The 
British is one of the few armies which makes 
a feature of place names in the titles of its 
regiments. It ts believed, however, that 
names instead of numbers might stimulate 
a greater sense of esprit de corps, in the Free 
State Army. 

When ‘the current year’s Army Estimates 
were under discussion in the Dail the 
Minister wes questioned by General MacEoin 
aa to how. í r the arrangements for their 
furmation of the National Guard had pro- 
ceeded, and he was informed bv the 
Minister that no expenditure in regard to it 
could be made until the Dail voted the re- 
caired amount of money. It is presumed, 
therefore, that shortly after the Dail resumes 
a supplementary Army estimate will be in- 
troduced for this purpose. Ineidentally, 
it may be stated that it is unlikely that the 
Uile National Guard, which the Minister 
used in the debate referred to, will be the 
title of the new formation. It will probably 
be regarded as an extension of the Army 
Keserve, or as a volunteer corps.
